Extract from Constitution and By-Laws of the Imperial 
Council: Applicant for the Order must have been actual resi- 
dent for six months of jurisdiction of the Temple to which he 
applies. Must apply to Temple in whose jurisdiction he re- 
sides, unless said Temple consents to application being made 
elsewhere. Having been rejected, he cannot renew applica- 
tion in less than thirteen weeks. Application of dimitted 
Noble for affiliation may be made to any Temple. 


Proposed amendments to be introduced at the Imperial Coun- 
cil session, at Dallas, Texas in May: 


To amend Article X, Sec. 1, of the By-Laws. Strike out 
the words “‘fifty dollars,’ and in lieu thereof insert the words 
“seventy-five dollars,” the Section to read as amended: 

Article X, Sec. 1. The Order of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine shall not be conferred upon any one for a less sum than 
seventy-five dollars, but a Temple may increase the amount if 
desired. 

To amend Article III, Sec. 1 of the Code. Sub- 
ordinate Temples. How Constituted.
